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Online videos reveal cats being attacked

TWO sick viral videos showing cats 
being viciously kicked by anony¬ 
mous “feral” thugs are believed to 
have been filmed in Epsom. 

The first video was viewed more 
than 1.5 million times before being 
removed, and the second video now 
has 325,000 views and more than 
1,000 comments, with outraged 
social media users deeming the at¬ 
tacks “sick” and “evil”. 

The first video was posted on 
Facebook by Tyrese Collins from 
Catford, south-east London, lead¬ 
ing the Metropolitan police to be¬ 
lieve it was also filmed in south¬ 
east London. 

Police officers in Lewisham ar¬ 
rested a 16-year-old on suspicion of 
animal cruelty on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 14. 

He has since been eliminated 
from the investigation and Surrey 
Police will continue to make en¬ 
quiries. 

A spokeswoman for the force 
believe one of the videos was shot 
on Wednesday, September 14 in 
Bloomsbury Close, Epsom. 

In the first video, a young man is 
seen to be seemingly affectionately 
petting a cat on the street, before 
abruptly kicking the feline with 
such force that it flies out of sight 
behind a nearby parked car. 

In the second, a man in a hoody 
and trainers attempts to lure a cat 
over to him - and then sends it 
spinning across the street with a 
single violent punt. 

Mr Collins, who claims to work 
for JD Sports, captioned the second 
of the two videos: “Nahhhhhh this 
is getting out of hands now.” 

While it isn’t clear who the an¬ 
imal abuser in the video is, who 
filmed the footage or where the 
attacks happened, Mr Collins has 
been condemned by commenters 
for posting the videos. 

Jess Webb commented: “Why 
would you post this with your snap- 
chat on it? So insensitive. 

Sam Morris wrote: “It ain’t even 
funny it’s sick! That’s someone’s 
animal!” 


Pet Abuse UK publicised the vid¬ 
eos. 

It states: “One of the cats is tiny 
and [the man in the video] kicks 
her with such force that it’s hard to 
imagine she escaped with anything 
less than fatal injuries. 

“The other cat - a sweet, friendly 
little thing who allows her attacker 
to pet her before he launches his 
attack - hits a stationary vehicle 


after being kicked. 

“She too would’ve suffered great 
pain and distress.” 

The RSPCA has confirmed it is 
investigating the attacks, and en¬ 
couraged anyone with information 
to call their emergency cruelty line 
on 0300 123 4999. 

A Surrey Police spokeswom¬ 
an said: “Surrey Police is in¬ 
vestigating a report of animal 


cruelty which was captured on 
video and circulated via social 
media. 

“No further arrests have been 
made in connection with the inci¬ 
dent at this time.”

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ALLEGATIONS the man respon¬ 
sible for holding Surrey Police’s 
chief constable to account treat¬ 
ed a former Kingston mayor in 
a “racially motivated manner” 
were once again discussed be¬ 
hind closed doors after a report¬ 
er from the Epsom Guardian was 
banned from the room. 

A complaints sub-committee 
of Surrey County Council’s po¬ 
lice and crime panel last week 
reaffirmed their position that 
claims Surrey Police and Crime 
Commissioner David Munro 
caused Shiraz Mirza, a former 
equality and diversity advisor, 
“personal distress” should be 
heard in private. 

A spokesman for the council 
said letters would be sent out 
to Mr Mirza and Mr Munro - 
neither of whom attended the 
meeting on Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 15 - stating the outcome of 
the meeting and the reasons for 
taking it. 

At the time of going to press 
neither man appeared to have 
been informed of the decision. 

Councillors unanimously vot¬ 


ed to exclude this newspaper’s 
reporter last week, arguing it 
was not in the public interest 
to report the allegations levied 
against Mr Munro by Mr Mirza. 

The sub-committee had made 
the same decision at a previous 
meeting on July 29, from which 
last week’s hearing was ad¬ 
journed. 

A solicitor for the council ex¬ 
plained: “Complaints which are 
called ‘serious’ are carried for¬ 
ward by the IPCC (police watch¬ 
dog, the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission). 

“Complaints that the IPCC do 
not take forward are referred 
back to sub-committee for an in¬ 
formal resolution. 

“The IPCC has referred it back 
to the panel and the sub-commit¬ 
tee. What we are deciding today 
is an informal resolution.” 

She added: “Unnecessary in¬ 
vestigations of less serious alle¬ 
gations may be prejudiced by the 
presence of the public. The pub¬ 
lic interest is served in resolving 
this.” 

The alleged incident happened 
after Mr Munro axed Mr Mirza’s 
role as an advisor on equality 
and diversity The complaint 
was referred to the panel by the 
Independent Police Complaints 


Commission (IPCC). 

Mr Mirza, 64, was hired by for¬ 
mer Surrey commissioner Kevin 
Hurley in 2013 to reach out to the 
county’s minority communities. 

In his three years in the role, 
he assisted with Surrey Police’s 
fight against religious radicali- 
sation of young men and assist¬ 
ed the force to devise methods to 
increase its recruitment of black 
and ethnic minority officers. 

The complaint against Mr 
Munro was to be heard by Con¬ 
servative Reigate and Banstead 
councillor Dorothy Ross-Tom- 
lin, Independent members 
Bryan Cross and David Fitzpat- 
rick-Grimes, Conservative Tan- 
dridge councillor Ken Harwood 
and Epsom and Ewell Residents’ 
Association borough councillor 
David Reeve, who was elected as 
the sub-committee’s chairman. 
Cllr Ross-Tomlin was absent. 

Her remaining colleagues all 
voted to exclude the newspaper’s 
reporter from the meeting. 

“This is a matter we need to 
discuss in private,” said Ken 
Harwood, vice chairman of the 
sub-committee. There are issues 
in the papers which are of a pri¬ 
vate nature and therefore I think 
it is more beneficial for us to get 
a right outcome in that debate 
within our own confines and 
without the public being here.” 

Margaret Cooksey, Mole Val¬ 
ley District councillor, said: “I 
always feel that public people 
should be dealt with in public. It 
is in the public interest to know 
that we are all public and above 
board.” 

She added: “But because there 
are individuals involved, and 
(because) one has to protect the 
information that we have been 
given in confidence, it would 
be right to do this with doors 
closed.” 

David Fitzpatrick-Grimes, an 
independent member of the pan¬ 
el, added: “To do this effectively 
we would not be able to have an 
open discussion.” 

A spokesman for the sub-com¬ 
mittee said: “The role of the 
sub-committee is to consider the 
information submitted and de¬ 
termine the most suitable course 
of action to assist with informal 
resolution of the complaint. The 
sub-committee is not authorised 
to conduct an investigation.” 


Police hunt man following indecent assault 


POLICE are hunting a man who 
grabbed a 14-year-old girl as she 
walked in an alleyway and inde¬ 
cently assaulted her. 

The teen was walking in Ri¬ 
fle Butts Alley, Treadwell Road, 
Epsom, at about 8am on Wednes¬ 
day, September 14, when the at¬ 
tacker grabbed her from behind, 
shoved her against a fence and 
indecently assaulted her, Surrey 
Police said. 

Her assailant is described as 
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white, in his late 30s or early 40s, 
5ft 7in and of an average build 
with short dark hair, brown eyes 
and a round face. He was wear¬ 
ing denim shorts, a light blue 
T-shirt and trainers. The girl 
was on the phone to a friend at 
the time. 

Detective Constable Lew¬ 
is Flanagan, said: “We will be 
speaking to local schools to ask 
them to remind pupils of some 
simple precautions they can

Survivor’s crusade to raise 
awareness of blood cancer 
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A BLOOD cancer survi¬ 
vor from Tadworth helped 
launch a national drive to 
raise awareness of leukae¬ 
mia, lymphoma and myelo¬ 
ma last week. 

Ann Bromley, 60, a patient 
ambassador for blood cancer 
charity Bloodline, joined Em¬ 
barrassing Bodies presenter 
Dr Dawn Harper at the Hous¬ 
es of Parliament to launch 
the blood cancer initiative. 

Alastair Campbell and 
Speaker of the House of 
Commons, John Bercow MP 
hosted the event on Wednes¬ 
day, September 14. 

As a patient ambassador 
for Bloodline, Mrs Bromley 
will try to raise awareness 
of blood cancers such as leu¬ 
kaemia, lymphoma and mye¬ 
loma and highlight the prob¬ 
lems faced by people who 
suffer from them. 

Mrs Bromley was diag¬ 
nosed with Stage 1A diffuse 
large B-cell lymphoma, a type 
of blood cancer, after com¬ 


plaining of stomach pains in 
2002. 

She was treated at the Roy¬ 
al Marsden in Sutton and 
after undergoing chemother¬ 
apy and being diagnosed a 
drug called Ritiuximab, she 
was able to go into remission. 
However, she relapsed just 
three months later and in 
2004 her lymphoma returned. 

She said: “I truly wish I 
had known about Bloodwise 
when I was going through my 
treatment”. 

After a combination of 
eight drugs, chemotherapy 
and two years of mainte¬ 
nance treatment Ann has 
been in remission since Feb¬ 
ruary 2007.

A ‘KNIFE-WIELDING’ man threatened 
two elderly women on their doorstep 
and demanded money from them, but 
left empty-handed after being disturbed 
by on of their neighbours.

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Restaurant shut over 
food hygiene breaches

A rat crawled through a disused 
toilet into the store room of a 
Bangladeshi restaurant that had 
been repeatedly warned, fined 
and then closed over food hy¬ 
giene offences. 

The owners of Sadiqah’s Spice 
in South Street, Epsom, were 
told “major improvement was 
necessary” following an inspec¬ 
tion by environmental health 
officers from Epsom and Ewell 
Borough Council last month. 

Inspectors were also worried 
that a disused toilet, “boxed in 
with crude and dirty plywood” 
in the restaurant’s store room 
might harbour other rodents. 

The restaurant had been fined 
£4,500 in March of this year af¬ 
ter admitting food safety and hy¬ 
giene offences. 

Environmental health officers 
from Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council later closed the restau¬ 
rant to protect potential custom¬ 
ers. 

Redhill Magistrates’ Court 
confirmed the council’s deci¬ 
sion to close the restaurant on 
Tuesday, September 6. The res¬ 
taurant was also ordered to pay 
£1,652 in costs to Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council. 

Documents obtained by the 
Epsom Guardian under the 
Freedom of Information Act 
2000, revealed the council’s res¬ 
taurant inspectors found a live 
rat during the restaurant’s most 
recent review, which was car¬ 
ried out on August 19. 

Oliver Nelson, the environ¬ 
mental health team leader at the 
council, wrote: “There was evi¬ 
dence that access had been via 
an old redundant toilet which 
had not been properly capped 
off.” 


In March, the company admit¬ 
ted three charges of failing to 
implement a safe food manage¬ 
ment system, adequately store 
or dispose waste, and prevent 
cross contamination of food. 

For each charge, Sadiqah’s 
Spice was fined £1,500. 

It was also ordered to pay 
costs of £400 and a £120 victim 
surcharge. 

A council spokesman said: 
“Our environmental health of¬ 
ficers regularly inspect the food 
outlets in Epsom and Ewell, in¬ 
cluding all restaurants, takea¬ 
ways and pubs. 

“This is to check their hygiene 


standards meet legal require¬ 
ments. 

“We will not hesitate to take 
action when there is a risk to 
public health. 

“When inspecting the busi¬ 
ness, the officer will look at how 
hygienically the food is handled, 
the cleanliness of the premises, 
and what the business does to 
ensure that the standards will 
be maintained.” 

The Epsom Guardian has 
been unable to contact Sadiqah’s 
Spice for comment.

A thug who crushed the skull 
of a talented mathematician 
in a vicious bar attack has 
been jailed for 15 months. 

Etienne St Claire, 32, 
punched Daniel Dinneys 
to the floor and kicked his 
twitching body after the vic¬ 
tim’s female friends rejected 
his advances outside Dirty 
Martini cocktail bar in the 
City of London. 

Mr Dinneys, a high-level IT 
strategist at Barclays bank 
security, suffered a brain 
haemorrhage and broken 
jaw. 

He has since had part of 
his skull surgically removed 
and suffers epileptic seizures 
and impaired cognitive abili¬ 
ty. 

St Claire, of Sherbrooke 
Way, Worcester Park, was 
convicted of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. At sen¬ 
tencing at Southwark Crown 
Court on Tuesday, he was 
also ordered to pay Mr Din¬ 
neys £5,000 in compensation 
for his physical injuries, with

a sum for his cognitive dam¬ 
ages yet to be decided. 

The court heard in June 
last year St Claire ap¬ 
proached Mr Dinneys’s part¬ 
ner and her female friends 
outside the bar. 

Despite his advances being 
rejected he approached them 
again and was told by Mr 
Dinneys to leave. 

St Claire offered to shake 
Mr Dinneys’ hand, but was 
pushed away He then floored 
Mr Dinneys with a single 
punch, leaving him twitching 
on the ground, before kicking 
and stamping on him as he 
lay unconcious. 


In a victim impact state¬ 
ment Mr Dinneys told the 
court how the attack had ru¬ 
ined his life. 

He said: “I will never be 
able to play football with my 
children. I will never be able 
to drive again. 

“I often feel excluded. I feel 
my friends rarely invite me 
to events - possibly because 
of a fear of my chance of be¬ 
coming ill. I have to be careful 
not to take part in anything 
where I would be at risk, in¬ 
cluding sports my friends 
take part in - further exclud¬ 
ing me from my friends. 

“My mood is more sombre 
and I’m less communicative. 
My outlook for the future is 
full of uncertainties, fears 
and unknowns. I feel this is 
out of my control.” 

Philip Evans, defending, 
spoke of St Claire’s lack of 
previous convictions, re¬ 
morse and adjustment to his 
social life and drinking pat¬ 
terns. 

He said: “He is a young man 
who, like so many others, 
went out in central London 
on a Friday night and went 
to enjoy himself. He never in¬ 
tended this to happen.” 


RAPE TRIAL: A man accused of 
stabbing and raping a 17-year- 
old girl after dragging her out of 
a Pizza Hut restaurant in Epsom 
appeared at Guildford Crown 
Court on Monday, September 
19, but did not enter a plea.

‘Met officer colluded with council worker to dig up dirt’ 


PCSO faces computer 
misuse allegations

A METROPOLITAN Police of¬ 
ficer used the force’s computer 
systems and colluded with a 
Croydon Council worker to dig 
up information to use in a dis¬ 
pute over a dodgy second-hand 
car, a court has heard. 

Former New Addington po¬ 
lice community support officer 
(PCSO) Paul Potter, 39, asked 
council officer Alan O’Brien, 49,

to request a background check 
on Anthony Everest in June 2013 
after receiving a complaint about 
a Mitsubishi car he had bought 
from him, Southwark Crown 
Court was told. 

Two months earlier Mr Pot¬ 
ter, of Epsom, sold the vehicle to 
Adam Pethick, who later report¬ 
ed the car to Hampshire Police 
after mechanics told him it was 
a “cut and shut” - two different 
vehicles that had been joined to¬ 
gether. 

As well as the background 
check, Mr Potter used the po¬ 
lice system to enquire about the 
registration of a Vauxhall van 
owned by Mr Everest in Novem¬ 
ber 2013 -the same month he con¬ 
tacted the Police Federation ask¬ 
ing for support with the case, the 
jury heard. 

It is also alleged Mr Potter, 
who joined the Met in 2003 and 
was later promoted to sergeant, 
misused police computers in 
April and June 2014 to find out 
information about an alleged 
domestic assault involving Mr 
O’Brien’s brother, Paul. 

Opening the trial at Southwark 
Crown Crown Court on Monday, 
prosecutor Max Hardy said Mr 
Potter’s alleged use of the police 
systems “had nothing to do with 
his day job or his duties,” adding: 
“This is not about the car.. .this is 
about Mr Potter making enquir¬ 


ies using systems he shouldn’t 
have used.” 

Mr Hardy told the jury Mr Pot¬ 
ter had “felt he was as much of 
a victim in all of this”, and in 
June 2013 asked Mr O’Brien, of 
Sittingbourne, Kent, to request 
a background check on Mr Ever¬ 
est. 

Mr O’Brien later sent the re¬ 
sults to the police officer by 
email, Mr Hardy said. 

Mr Hardy told the jury: “They 
were two private individuals hav¬ 
ing a dispute about a car and this 
was nothing to do with Mr Potter 
as a police officer or his work as 
a police officer.” 

The court also heard how, in 
April and June 2014, Mr Potter 
ran two searches on a “number 
of names” including “Plumber” 
and “Paul O’Brien” after a dis¬ 
cussion with Alan O’Brien about 
a relative accused of assaulting 
his wife. 

When Mr Potter was inter¬ 
viewed under caution in Decem¬ 
ber 2014, Mr Hardy said: “He 
didn’t recall the relative’s name, 
but understood from police dis¬ 
closures that it could have been 
Paul O’Brien.” 

Both men deny obtaining or 
disclosing personal information. 
Mr Potter also denies four counts 
of breaching the Computer Mis¬ 
use Act. 

The trial continues. 


Elderly woman hit on road 


AN ELDERLY woman suffered 
“serious injuries” after being 
knocked down at the Spread Ea¬ 
gle junction in Epsom last week. 

The woman, who is in her 80s, 
was hit by a red Jaguar X-type 
car at about 10.40am on Friday, 
September 16 in Ashley Road, Ep¬ 
som outside the Metro Bank. 

Paramedics from the South 
East Coast Ambulance Service 
(SECAmb) treated the woman at 
the scene before taking her as a 
priority to St George’s Hospital 
in Tooting. 

A SECAmb spokesman said 


she suffered serious head in¬ 
juries. Her condition was not 
known at the time of going to 
press. 

A Surrey Police spokeswoman 
said it is not believed that a crime 
had been committed, and that the 
driver had stopped after the col¬ 
lision. 

The force is still appealing for 
witnesses or anyone who assisted 
the woman at the scene.

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Key hospital services 
could be cut, say plans

SOUTH-WEST London’s hospi¬ 
tals are all failing to meet the 
capital’s quality standards and 
could see key parts of their ser¬ 
vices cut and centralised, includ¬ 
ing A&E, cancer treatment and 
maternity, according to leaked 
documents. 

A wide-ranging review of the 
region’s NHS - the successor to 
the controversial Better Servic¬ 
es, Better Value (BSBV) scheme 
- aims to remove acute care from 
at least one hospital by 2021 due 
to the need to cut costs and im¬ 
prove standards. 

Acute care, which includes 
A&E, critical care, emergency 
surgery, maternity, paediatrics 
and stroke services, is current¬ 
ly delivered at Kingston, St 
George’s, Epsom and St Heli- 
er and Croydon hospitals, but 
is “unsustainable” and being 
propped up by expensive agen¬ 
cy staff, the South West London 
Collaborative Commissioning 
(SWLCC) team believes. 

A draft sustainability and 
transformation plan (STP) 
leaked to Health Service Journal 
showed health leaders are con¬ 
sidering the centralisation of 
acute services in either three or

four locations. 

Cancer services currently pro¬ 
vided at St George’s, the Royal 
Marsden and Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er may be moved to one site if 
“demonstrably better outcomes” 
can be assured. 

BSBV, which collapsed in 2014 
after facing stiff opposition, 
spent three years and £8.2 mil¬ 
lion arguing the current system 
is too expensive and does not 
serve patients well enough. 

At the same time hospitals 
and GP commissioning groups 
were scrambling to find some 


£500 million in cost savings 
by the next decade in order to 
cope with the combined costs of 
treating an ageing population, 
buying new technology and re¬ 
vamping their estates. 

A SWLCC spokesman said: 
“The draft is still being final¬ 
ised. As the needs of our popula¬ 
tion change, we need to develop 
services that keep people well 
and treat them as close to home 
as possible. 

“To do this we need to trans¬ 
form services outside hospital, 
as well as consider how we pro¬ 
vide even better care for those 
who need hospital care.” 

All five acute hospitals re¬ 
fused to comment on the leak, 
and referred the Epsom Guardi¬ 
an to the SWLCC press office. 

Dr Paul Hobday, leader of the 
National Health Action Party, 
said: “Our A&Es no longer have 
a mid-winter crisis, they have 
a year-round crisis. There is a 
shortage of doctors and nurses. 

“The STPs are claiming they 
will wave a magic wand and will 
make these problems disappear. 

“This dismantling empha¬ 
sises out-of-hospital care using 
technology to replace face-to- 
face contact and moving people 
into community care. 

“But funding for social care 
and public health have both 
been savagely cut.”

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Firm claims service back on track as full timetable to return 

Southern says 'sorry’ 
to its rail passengers

NEARLY one in 10 trains were 
cancelled or severely delayed 
over a three-month period on 
rail networks run by the oper¬ 
ator of the troubled Southern 
franchise, according to new fig¬ 
ures. 

Data from the Office of Rail 
and Road (ORR) showed 9.3 per 
cent of passenger services oper¬ 
ated by Govia Thameslink Rail¬ 
way (GTR) in April to June this 
year were either cancelled or 
more than 30 minutes late. 

GTR, which also runs the 
Thameslink, Gatwick Express 
and Great Northern franchises, 
was the worst-performing rail 
operator for the period. 

The figure was also the high¬ 
est recorded for the group since 
records began in 2004. 

The period coincided with 
weeks of disruption as a result 


of a high level of staff sick¬ 
ness and industrial action over 
changes to the role of conduc¬ 
tors. 

The dispute remains totally 
deadlocked. 

The ORR figures show the 
proportion of cancelled or de¬ 
layed trains jumped by 72 per 
cent compared with January to 
March 2016, when the number of 
late or cancelled services was 5.4 
per cent. 

Virgin East Coast services 
were the second most disrupted, 
with 6.5 per cent of trains either 
cancelled or severely delayed. 

Overall, the rolling annual av¬ 
erage to June this year is, at 3.3 
per cent, the highest since 2004- 
OS. 

A GTR spokesman said: “We 
fully recognise that these fig¬ 
ures are unacceptable and we 
apologise to our passengers for 
this. 

“The period coincided with 
the beginning of the RMT dis¬ 
pute over our plans to improve 


customer service on board our 
trains and throughout the peri¬ 
od, we experienced unprecedent¬ 
ed levels of sickness amongst 
our conductors and a reluctance 
by train crew to work overtime 
and rest days. 

“Because of the uncertain na¬ 
ture of train crew availability, 
we were being forced to cancel 
trains on an ad-hoc basis, which 
seriously compromised our abil¬ 
ity to run a robust train service 
on a day-to-day basis. 

“On July 11, we introduced 
a temporary revised timetable 
which, although it had fewer 
trains, gave our passengers a 
much greater degree of certain¬ 
ty as to which trains were run¬ 
ning, and enabled them to plan 
their journeys with more confi¬ 
dence. 

“Since then, on September 5, 
we took the first step to return¬ 
ing to the full timetable with the 
reintroduction of 119 trains. The 
remainder will be restored over 
the coming weeks.”

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The lungworm (Angiostrongylus 
vasorum) is a parasite that can cause 
serious health problems in dogs and 
can even be fatal if not diagnosed and 
treated. 

Slugs and snails carry the lungworm larvae, and 
dogs can become infected when they accidentally 
(or purposefully) eat these common garden pests 
whilst rummaging through undergrowth, eating grass, 
drinking from puddles or outdoor water bowls, or pick 
them up from their toys. 

The lungworm Angiostrongylus vasorum is now 
endemic throughout much of the UK. 


Lungworm infections can result in a number of different 
signs, which may easily be confused with other 
illnesses, but improved detection methods including 
blood test and poo sampling mean more and more 
cases are now being confirmed. 

If your dog is displaying any of the signs below, 
consult your veterinary surgeon immediately. 

Slugs and snails carry the larvae of the lungworm 
parasite and can infect dogs if ingested. Infection 
could also potentially occur after swallowing the slime 
of an infected slug.2 

Some dogs will happily ignore a snail or slug, but 
many will want to investigate, perhaps even choosing 
to purposefully eat them. 

The size of some small slugs and snails means they 
can be accidentally swallowed when your dog plays 


with toys, drinks from puddles or water bowls, eats 
grass or rummages through the undergrowth. 
Treatment is available and can result in full recovery, 
but as this parasite can be fatal it is important to 
consider prevention. Preventative products are 
available and with regular use prevention is easy to 
achieve.

If your dog eats slugs and snails, but is not showing 
any symptoms, arrange a check up with your 
veterinary surgeon as a precaution.

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Plaque is a yellow sticky film that forms on the 
teeth and gums and can be seen at gum margins 
of teeth with disclosing tablets. 

The bacteria in plaque convert carbohydrates in food (such 
as sugar) into acid that demineralises teeth, eventually causing 
cavities. Daily brushing with toothpaste and flossing removes 
plaque. 

Plaque can also cause inflammation of the gum (gingivitis), 
making it red, tender and can easily bleed when flossing or 
brushing your teeth. If this is not treated, bones around the 
teeth can be affected by the various inflammatory factors, 
eventually leading to periodontitis.[citation needed] If not 
treated, the loss of bone structure may cause teeth to become 
mobile. 

The treatment is to remove plaque inside the deep

EPSOM’S Paralympic sail¬ 
or Alexandra Rickham 
was “elated” after winning 
bronze at the Rio Games re¬ 
gatta. 

The 35-year-old and her 
sailing partner Niki Bir¬ 
rell repeated their success 
at London 2012 by finishing 
third in the SKUD18 category 

Going into the Saturday’s 
final action, the British duo 
still had a shout at silver, but 
they missed out to Canadian 
pair John McRoberts and 
Jackie Gay by four seconds. 

Dan Fitzgibbon and Liesl 
Tesch, of Australia, wrapped 
up gold with two races to 
spare on Friday 

But with the Polish team 
of Monika Gibes and Piotr 
Cichocki lurking just four 
points off the medals in 
fourth spot before Saturday’s 
racing, Rickham and Birrell 
could not hide their delight 
at finishing on the podium 
again. 

Rickham said: “We feel re¬ 
lieved. It’s been a long, very 
hard week. We came here to 
contest for the gold, but that 
slipped away really quite 
quickly, and we’re just so 
happy to have got the medal. 

“It was close to being silver, 
but John and Jackie sailed a 
fabulous regatta and they re¬ 
ally deserved that medal. 

“We’re just elated. It’s 
great to be able to come away 
with another medal.” 


Birrell added: “To have 
two Paralympic medals is 
just surreal. They don’t 
come easy and I’d like to 
thank everyone who has ever 
helped us in our SKUD pro¬ 
gramme. 

“Thank you so, so much. 
Now I’m looking forward to 
going home and seeing my 
wife.” 

He added: “Rio has been 
fantastic, we’ve really en¬ 
joyed it. To get all 11 races in 
is awesome. 


“We came for gold, but 
we’re super happy with 
bronze because this week 
we’ve had to fight so hard in 
our boat for every metre and 
every position.” 

As the Poles, and Ryan Por- 
teous and Maureen McKin¬ 
non of the USA rapidly raced 
to the front in the final race, 
the battle for the decisive 
positions was unfolding be¬ 
hind them with the British, 
Canadian, Australian and 
Italian boats involved in a 


four-way fight. 

After two laps of the three 
had been completed, Rick¬ 
ham and Birrell held the ad¬ 
vantage over McRoberts and 
Gay, with the Brits having 
the one boat between them 
they needed to win the silver 
medal. 

But with that one boat 
being the Australians, who 
have dominated the class this 
week, Canada and Britain 
were left in a straight head- 
to-head to the finish line. 

Rickham added: “It was a 
really stressful race. On the 
start line we were really con¬ 
cerned because we were real¬ 
ly close to the line so we were 
a bit worried we were over 
and we wouldn’t have known 
until the end. 

“But we had good boat 
speed and Niki was mak¬ 
ing some really good calls. 
It was really difficult on the 
course, up and down with 
massive shifts at the top of 
the course underneath Sug- 
arloaf Mountain so it was 
anybody’s game. 

“Behind the Poles there 
must have been positional 
changes five or six times so 
it was hard, but we’re really, 
really happy” 

Elsewhere, in the archery, 
Banstead’s Tania Nadara- 
jah finished joint 17th in the 
women’s individual recurve, 
and fifth in the mixed team 
recurve.
